And What Have You

In case you attended the basket­ 
ball tournament this past weekend 
and are still wondering how come it 
wasn’t set up even close to what we 
announced in last week’s paper we 
will try to explain what happened 
here. 
It seems that the UIL has ruled 
this year that the round robin tour­ 
neys do not qualify as tournaments 
underthe rules of this organization. 
This means that a team playing in 
one is not exempt from the two games 
a week permitted by the UIL. 
The UIL permits high school 
teams to play two games a week, 
play three tournaments. This means 
that a team could play as many as 
five games on the weeks that they 
are playing in a tournament but only 
if the UIL recognizes it as a tourn­ 
ament. 
For years teams have been playing 
in this type of tournaments but since 
the ruling this year they had to be 
changed or else all of the teams play­ 
ing in them would be declared ineli­ 
gible to compete in district basket­ 
ball. As we understand it, this rul­ 
ing effected at least four tourneys 
in this area this past weekend and 
no telling how many over the state. 
We don’t quite understand what 
the technicality is that outlaws this 
type of tourney but it has to do with 
the fact that all teams play three 
games and the winner is declared 
on the best percentage rather than 
by elimination. 
Because of all of this coming up 
last Wednesday, the coaching staff 
had to spend all day trying to fill out 
two eight team brackets so that an 
elimination tournament could be held 
or else just cancel out the whole af­ 
fair. 
We recognize the fact that the UIL 
has played a tremendous role in 
making Texas High School sports 
the fine organization that it has be­ 
come over the years but we still 
wonder sometimes about some of the 
rulings that they can come up with. 
This ruling and the one that forced 
Haskell to forfeit some of its games 
this year can be added to the more 
stupid blunders it has pulled over 
the years. In this case, they could 
have made their ruling earlier or 
waited until next year. And in the 
case of Haskell, where the inter­ 
pretation came out after over half 
of the season was already over, it 
would appear that something less 
than the forfeiting of a game or 
games would be the minium penalty 
—if there should be any penalty at 
all.

We would like to extend our con­ 
gratulations to Daily Ponder and 
Barry McDonald for having made the 
District 7-AA All-District team. 
This is a fine honor for both boys 
and in the case of Barry, who is a 
junior, we hope that this will ins pir e 
him to even higher heights next year. 


If the talk going around over the 
state now is any indication of what 
is to come after the first of the year 
it would appear that Texas taxpayers 
would be better off if they could fig­ 
ure out some way to keep the Texas 
Legislature from ever meeting. With 
the court rulings on welfare and the 
commitments already made in the 
school program it appears that so 
much money is going to have to be 
raised that a state income tax may 
be the only answer. 
It seems that all of the usual little 
money raising schemes used by the 
legislatures in the past combined 
will not raise enough money to meet 
the expected needs. The welfare pro­ 
gram is already spending money- 
ear-marked for other purposes with 
new rulings coming nearly every day 
to increase the costs. At the same 
time the past session of the legisla­ 
ture passed a long range school pro­ 
gram and teacher pay raise schedule 
that will take more and more new 
money each year. 
If it were not for the fact that we 
have to help pay the bills it would be 
interesting to watch.
